MICHAEL SCOTT ANSWERS 
BISHOP OF NYASALAND

HE British Government and her Majesty the Queen believe that Fed- 
eration is good for everyone.”

economi¢e consequences of their  -non- 
co-operation with the Government. Those 
consequences might be dire, but they were 
ready, 

In response to a question Michael Scott 
stated that he believed Chief Luthuli, 
President of South African National Con- 
gress would not be allowed into Central 
Afviea for an inter-territorial African con- 
ference on non-violent resistance to white 
domination. 

Replying to three questions on non- 
violent resistance addressed to him by the 
Bishop of Nyasaland, Michael Scott says: 

“T do think that non-violence resistance 
is capable of awakening the social -con- 
science ina way that other forms of resist- 
ance are not, and lead only to frustration 
and bitterness on both sides; and the 
answers I have given are as follows; 

1. “IT do think that non-violent ree 
sistance to injustice or evil in any form is 
necessary and compatible with the Chris- 
tian Gospel, and with forgiveness and res- 
pect for one’s opponents, however mis- 
guided they may seem. Violence is often 
incompatible with these and with the “dig- 
nity and worth of the human person,” al- 
though Christians are often found exhorting 


one another to the use of force in a cause

2, "To prefer to accept the penalty of an 
unjust Jaw rather than acquiesce in the in- 
justice of its enforcement is not an invita- 
tion ta violence.

Korea was particularly bloody and revelt- 
ing in a curiously intimate way. It 
distinguished itself by barbarities and 
violence of an especially corrupting kind; 
there was without doubt at all) some 
moral virus in the Korean atmesphere 
that infected even men of moderation and 
decency with a strange irrationality that 
led to deplorable aspects of human 
hehaviour, That was inevitable; it is 
axiomatic that modern war is in itself 
debasing, atrocity begets atrocity and 
heastliness breeds beastliness, and the 
psychic climate of Asia lays an irresist- 
ible emphasis on the unimportance of 
eruelty.” 

Robert. Guillain, a French journalist, 
worked for more worthily directed publica- 
tions, His despatches were published in 
the Manchester Guardian and Le Monde. 
Fifty phantom cities 

This was the scene as he deseribed it on 
September 20, 1951, almost two. years 
before collective security had ground itself 
to a standstill in the dust of Korea: 

“Every important city outside the 

Taegu-Fusan perimeter is destroyed, 

That meang fifty phantom cities. Here 

and there habitable quarters still stand, 

but every administrative building, every 
factory, every business area has been 
demolished, Of the industries of South 

Korea, 10 to 80 per cent have been des- 

troyed before the Chinese invasion, that 

is to say, after four months of war... . 

“In the north the destruction was still 
more ruthless. The bombing systemati- 
cally destroyed every faetory (except, 
apparently, hydro-electric stations, which 
isolated and no longer serving any pure 
pose, were not worth wrecking), 

Two days later he wrote: 

“Pusan is the sewer that carries off the 
foul water of Korea’s misery.. It js the 
great refuse dump of the war. ... The 
population of the town had already grown 
Trom 400,000 to 1,200,000. They camped in 
the streets in a temperature of minua 2 
degrees centigrade... .

GREAT OPPORTUNITY? 


YWYLEN there was a possibility 

that M. Pierre Mendés-Irance 

woud form the new French Govern- 

ment, in presenting his proposals to 

the National Assembly he said that 

his programme was based on "the 
cruel notion of France's decline.” 

This acceptance of a fatling-off in power 
isn coming belatedly, but it is goad to know 
that among France's leading statesmen 
there ure those who now recognise it. 

If such a rveornition lind cone to France 
and to Great Britain, whose situation is not 
essentially different, at the end of World 
War Ti, both nations could have been in a 
much happier siLuation today. 

The penalty for strugeling to maintain 
the position of a “Great Power” when the 
factors upon which world power can be 
built are nek there is that the nation con- 
cerned bas to gat humble pie and become 
the subservient satellite of a power that 
has the means fo niaterial and military 
might, and thus make a much less dignified 
showing in the world than a small nation 
that has never have an opportunity to con- 
template itself as a “Power.” 

That Britain has not so far had to fall 
info the same depree of abasement as 
Prance we owe to the fact that our country 
has shown a pereater capacity for facing: 
reality; not deluding itself that it could 
muuintain imperial domination over India, as 
France hag done in regard to Indo-China. 

Nevertheless, Britain shares with France 
the delusion that it is impossible to play an 
eVective part in power polities when the 
main bases of power—large industrialised 
populations, developed industrial capacity 
and a lavwe export surplus—are no longer 
with them but are on the other side of the 
globe. 

M. Mendés-France expressed a desire for 
Anvlo-French partnership. Such a develgp- 
ment would be all to the good so long ag the 
idea were not bused on the assumption that 
two nations facing the “cruel notion” of 
decline can come together to make a com- 
bination that will give them an ascendancy 
in power,

theo preat problems to be solved in 


present-day society ure the reconciliation 
of personality and individual liberty with 
madern productive methods, and the rever- 
aul of the menucing tendency toward cen- 
tralisation of power in government which 
Is becaming more and more the mark of 
our time and which inerensingly removes 
any real content from the concept of 
democracy, 

Analyses are made of the new harmful 
developments and threatening trends, and 
princ‘ples are enunciated for schemes which 
would counteruct them. ivery one knows, 
however, that as things stand at present 
any work of social thinkers in this field is 
useleas because the power conflict is over 
all and its demands reduce to futility all 
plans for making Jiberty real and for 
giving substance to democracy, 

It France and Great Britain would whole- 
heartedly ahandon militarism: and its de- 
mands on their economy they would give 
the world the lead that might bring its sal- 
vation from the totalitarianism which at 
present seems to be its destiny, 

They would be taking a risk it ia true, 
but risk cannot be avolded. This would be 
a hazard of a different kind fram the 
menace that hangs ever ug all today. 

At the same tine they would be winning 
a chance throngh experimentation in new 
beartarian forms in industry, the abandon- 
wlunt of conseription, and the deeentratisa- 
tion and devolution of povernmental power 
which would then heeume  possthle—all 
things that eannot he contemplated in the 
conditions of today---of showing the world 
the way to a future that is consistent with 
human dignity.

S we go to press the conelusion 
of an armistice in Korea, based 
langeiy on the proposals presented by 
India to the United Nations, appeurs 
to be promised in a matter of hours.

The circumstances of its conclusion will be 
as unseemly as those of its beyinning and

While we share the general relief that 
is to be felt our commen, is to be found 
on the front pare of this issue.

Apart from the cancered efferts that 
the East and West bloes owe for the re- 
building of Korea, one of the primary 
duties of the United Nations showld now 
be to make a serious examination of the 
factors surrounding the outbreak of the 
war, the circumstances attending the UN 
intervention, the degree of authority that 
it has really been possible for the UN to 
exercise af er ity mutual decision, the aetual 
conduct of the war, and the charges and 
counter-charpes that have bean so) freely 
made on both sides. 


American threat 
to freedom 

QO the growing threat to liberal 

<7 standards in America, Dr. Alex 

Comfort remarked in Pence News 
on May 29: 

“What is important is the conditions 

that permit a mental patient to blossom 


and flourish in a civilised society to the 
confusion of the sane.” 


His article was published in The Nation 
and the faet that such a trenchant indict- 
ment of the present American trend was 
published in an American weekly is one 
among 2 number of indications that the 
more civilised seetion of U.S. opinion is 
awaking to the danyer that is so seriously 
threatening: it. 

A notable example is the resignation of 
Mr. Raymond Swing from the “ Voice of 
America” and the seid comments that 
aecompanted his aetion, 

Another indication is an address by My. 
George Kennan at a University of Novre 
Dame convocation on May 15, 

Mr. Kennan was for a short time the 
U.S. Ambassador to Moscow, until some 
unfavourable coniments he made on the 
Russian regime resulted in the Russinn 
Ciovernmen; damanding his reeall. 

Possibly this fact pives him ao certain 
Immunity from the attentions of the witeh- 
hunters. In any ease, althourh his cam- 
ments are measured and temperate they 
constitute a grave indictment of the con- 


l dition of mind whieh governs a larye see- 


tion of the American public.

Eeonomist’s warning 


Paradoxically, over here the insistence 
that even the defence establishment must 
economise continues and during the past 
week a number of voives have given utter- 
ance to the fear which this prospect calls 
forth, 

Thus at the annual meeting of the 
National Conference of Social Work a Con- 
servatlive and influential economist, Profes- 
gor Seymour #, Harris, of  Uarvard 
University, actually warned an audience of 
five thousand that the country might be 
confronted with a depression on the seale of 
that of the 1930's if proposed cuts in mili- 
tary spending were not offset by increases 
in welfare expenditure, 

He cited the fact that a depression on the 
scale of the earlier one “might well wipe 
out about 1,200 billion dollars of income in 
the next ten yeurs.” 

Allowing for price changes this would 
be the equivalent of from two to three 
times the cost of World War 11. 

He went on to say that because of Goevern- 
ment welfare progranimes the country was 
now better prepared to prevent a depres- 
sion. Yet the position was far from re- 
assuring. For example, a depression of 
the magnitude of the Thirties would in- 
valve the loss of income of 65 billion dol- 
larg annually to workers, whereas over 
fifteen years the total accumulation of un-

Unfortunately, 
while recognising its idealistic and aut- 
reaching spirit, its total effect, to same 
of us at least, was disappointment, It 
Was not so imuch what you said, bat what 
you left unsaid that discouraged us, 

We have been heartened by your repeated 
assurances to the Communist pouvern- 
ments that you aould meet them "not 
less than half-way” in any concrete anil 
sincere steps to end the present tensions 
between us. It was from the point of 
view of those assurances that your ad- 
dress seemed inadequate and disappoint- 
ing. 

To meet the Russians “not less than half- 
way,” it would seen: necessary to offset 
your ¢challenge to them that they offer 
concrete evidences of pood-faith, by cor- 
responding concrete concessions on our 
side,

For such concrete concessions we 


listened to your speech in vain. 


In challenging the Russians to prove the 
sincerity of their desire for peace, we 
must not forged that they, too, have had 
reasons for doubting aur sincerity. Des- 
pile your assurances of “the readiness of 
the free nations to weleome sincerely any 
genuine evidences of peaceful purpose,” 
they will not have failed to nete the 
almost uniform seepticism, ridicule and 
contempt with which we have met their 
various overtures in the past.

This is not a one-way matter, 
will avant specifie evidences of our bona 
fides, 

Your challenye to Russia ineluded the de- 
mand for such proofs of their good-faith 
as: “an end to direct and indirect altucks 
on Indo-China and Malay#”; a call for 
“a true and total peace throughout Asia 
and the world’; allowing “the free choice 
of their own forms of government to 
other nations’; support for “a broader 
European community, including a_ tree 
and united Germany,” ete. 

But your speech contained no reference to 
our military and financial support of 
Fascist dictatorships in S.E. Asia and 
Formosa; our refusal of representation 
io nearly half a billion Chinese in the 
United Nations; our responsible share in 
what, for Russia, constilutes the military 
threat of NATO and the rearmament of 
Western Germany. 

Without concrete reassurances on 
these and other points on which we un- 
questionably threaten their security, 
how can we expect the Russians to take 
seriously our professions of peaceful 
intentions? 

It is, alas, ay you say, true that the im- 
mense waste of our present arnia e@ca- 
namy is depriving humanity of the poods, 
serviees and even the rarest necessities 
of fife without which civilisation must 
perish. And it is heartening that a pya- 
fessional militarist should be so elo- 
quently aware of it.

Tf he is religious he 
would probably say that war is “wrong ™ 
and “sinful” © Wrong” and “sin” are 
irrafional hecause they defy the laws of 
creation, Having deeided thai he will not 
parcel in war, the beginner will find 
umself in eonsiderable ditieulty, because 
he will have to realise that there is go 
certain way of preventing war, The fact 
is that men have been planting thorns in 
the soil of {his planet, fer so Many years, 
that the prospect of geting yrapes from 
any erop that the pacifist beginner will saw 
may look sgamewhat remote. He must 
realise the possibility that mankind may 
have yet to Yrenp the harveat that his 
fathers and grandfathers have sown for 
grenerationa and that “the wir is black with 
birds voming home to roast.” de wil not 
urge pacifism up a short-term solution of 
the troubles of our age or claun that 
Viclenee can abways be soecesalully resiated 
with non-violence, 


The fruits of peace 


Whilst one realises the apparent mirrcles 
that Ganditi performod with the technique 
of non-vinienee in overthrowing the power 
of British invperialism in India, one wi 
remeniber that the normal aperations of the 
law of cause and effeet were coming into 
niay and that il was becoming increasingly 
diMeult for the British to hold India.

He will veatisa that he cannot expect the 
fruits of peave in a warld where most af 
jis fellows are sowing “dragan’s teeth,” bit 
he will glso know that there are thousands 
af others, both pacifists and mon-pacifiats,

Divine law or natural law invelves a life 
of understanding, mutual help and alfec- 
tiow in var human Foldithashenss When 
one believes that, one censes to argue abort 
the costs or consequences of taking this 
Ways one just accepts it for granted, ax ona 
icenplh any other natural law which we age 
satished in our own reasoning and experi 
ence is law. 

It is very pear morality ta believe in 

honesty only af it is “the best policy.” 
Ours ig a poor pacifism if we follow 
merely because it ig the hest poljey.

_ It is ohviously a sin against Gad that the 
Church which Christiana claim js the 
“Body oof Christ,” should be dividai 
Neverthelons, organised Christianity, except 
some — fundamentalista and Quakers, 
although theoretically oppaged io war, has 
never objected ta War In practice and 
apparently sees na wrong in killing “enemy 
Christians " in wartime and ta the training 
in pesee-Unie of every Christian lad iy the 
Church as he graws tito manhood to kill 
Christians in any other country with whih 
his nation happens te became at war.

CALL-UP OPINION POLL! 


Widespread ignorance regarding 
rights ot conscientious objection 
O* March 7, 1953, a questionnaire was put to a sample of 825 boys regis- 


dering for National Service outside 14 Labour exchanges in London, 
Harrow, Barnet, Cambridge, Reading, and Falmouth. 


The sample was not strictly a random 
one, but every effort wags made to ensure 
that it was a fair sample, particularly with 
regard to type of education and social back- 
ground, 

The findings have been examined by eom- 
petent statisticians and found to be sound 
and “reasonably valid.” 

The survey was organised by Philip 
Seed, B.A., a Quaker, with the support of 
a nuntber of students from the London 
School of Hconomies. 


Knowledge of the National Service 
Acts 


Only one in ten knew that conscription 
had been in force in this country for 4 
years, or since 1939, 

Interviewers gained the impression that 
the majority could only give wild puesses. 
These guesses ranged from the year 1800 
to the year 1951. 

Only 16 per cent, gave answers within 
five years of 1939, 

Some interviewers found difficulty in 
making the question clear. There was 
some confusion between military conscrip- 
tion and post-war National Service. This 
may help to explain a bunch of answers be- 
tween the years 1945 and 1949, 

Those who over-estimated gave answers 
ranging fairly evenly from about 1903 to 
1958. = 

Of a limited sample who were asked: 
“Do you know when the present National 
Service Act is due to come to an end?” 
only 4 sper cent. knew the anawer. 

(The survey was held two days after a 
Defence Debate in the House of Commons 
which included discussion of the expiry of 
the Act, and which was widely reported in 
the Press.)

Interviewers reported that there was con- 
sideruble interest in whether or not the 
period of National Serviee should be re- 
duced, but that the idea that conscription 
should be ended altogether was quite fresh 
to most of them.

wrong for a Christian to take part in war 
are added to the Non-Attenders who said 
it wag wrong for a Non-Christian to take 
part in war, a group is formed of whom 


it can be implied that they thought it was 
probably wrong for themselves to take part 
in war. 

This Group numbers 35, or 10.9 per cent. 
of the total sample, Twenty-five out of 
these 35, or 57.1 per cent kmew that any- 
one had the right to register as a conscien- 
tious objector. 


Legal Provision for COs 


Only 40.0 per cent. knew that anyone 
had the right to apply to be a conscientious 
objector. 

Others claimed to know what a conseien- 
tious objector was, but when asked: “Who 
can apply to be a conscientious objector in 
this country?” gave an extraordinary col- 
lection of answers. 


Some thought only Christians could 
apply, others only Communists, others 
answers included : only a Priest, only a 
answers ineluded: only a Priest, only a 
Conservative, only an MP, only a farmer, 
soineone supporting a family, and someone 
who uses long words. 


Nearly two-thirds of the Grammar School 
boys knew of the right to be a conscien- 
tious objector, but less than one-third of 
the non-Grammar School boys knew. 


About half of those who attended Church 
recularly knew of the right to be a con- 
scientious objector, but less than one-third 
of those who never attended Church knew. 


Of those who never attended Church and 
attended a Secondary Modern or Technical 
School, only 22 per cent. knew of the right 
to be a conscientious objector. 

Yet from this same group came the 
highest proportion of those who thought 
it was wrong to take part in war. 

Thus not only are these lads—-who do 
not attend Chureh and have not had a 
Grammar Schoo] education—the most 
pathetic and inarticulate and often worse 
treated of those who appear before a Tri- 
bunal, but only 1 in 6 of them has even the 
chance to reach a Tribunal, since 4 out of 
every 5 do not know of the possibility of 
registering ag conscientious objectors. 

The higher proportion of Church-goers 
among those who knew of the right of con- 
scientious objection, ean be accounted for 
almost entirely by a higher propartion 
among Anglicans and Methodists, and in

Comments from passers-by were frequent 
and varied. Most, however, were {nvour- 
able, some surprisingly so. One man 
crossed the busy street to ask for literature 
and details of the meetings. A woman 
shouted “good luck, you’re doing a grand 
job!” 

One of the group followed behind the 
leaflet distributors to talk to people who 
had received leaflets and discover their 
reactions. On the whole he was so 
impressed that he intends to write a special 
story on “Wow Hampstead took the 
leaflets.” 

The day was perfeet for the enterprise, 
The sun shone, the women were at their 
shopping in hundreds and just up the road 
past the Quaker Meeting House where the 
dlamonstrators were based, a local open-air 
art exhibition was in fall swing. At the 
Meeting House another kind of exhibition 
Ways on view--a peace exhibition--showing 
photographs of peace activities all over the 
world, with special exhibits on non-violent 
resistance, copies of pacifist publications 
from round the glohe and leaflets and books 
and posters by the hundred.
